King-'s Luxuries 


CCIENTIFIC grave-robbers continue bringing 
*~* loot from the tomb of Tut-ankh-Amen, king 
who ruled Egypt thousands of years ago. This 
loot—estimated to be worth as much as 40 mil- 
lion dollars—will go to museums, so the loot- 
ers are called "archaeologists." 
They would 


be called grave-robbers, even ghouls, if old,Tut- 
ankh-Amen had been buried recently. Time 
seems to make a lot of difference, black is black 
one year and white another. 


After a person is dead a few thousand 


years, the atmosphere of respect and reverence 
vanishes. 
So it's considered proper 
to 
lug 


forth and display the mummies and treasure 
found in Tut-ankh-Amen's tomb. It must please 
the old gentleman's spirit at that, for he was 
forgotten and his tomb buried under drifted 
sands until recently discovered by excavators. 
His glory lives again by reason of his grave- 
robbery. His tomb had been robbed previously 
—about 3300 years ago—and resealed by ceme- 
tery officials. 
The robbers left behind a trea- 


sure of antiques—beautiful robes, gold-plated 
furniture, rare vases, etc. 
,., 


All this was costly in- its day—still is— 


but cost and genuine luxury are two separate 
things. 
Many a prospector during the Klon- 


dike rush would gladly have traded gold for 
flour, pound for pound. 
To a starving man, 


flour is worth a million times its weight in gold. 


From Tut-ankh-Amen's tomb, the scienti- 


fic looters bring the king's favorite 
chariot. 


Stripped of its gold and jewels, it is a plain 
two-wheeled cart such as the average modern 
boy would scoff at. 
This chariot didn't even 


have rubber- wheels. 
It must have been de- 


cidedly uncomfortable, bumping over cobbled 
pavements or muddy ruts. It's a safe guess 
that Tut-ankh-Amen would have traded half 
his kingdom for one of the flivvers that Henry 
Ford has made available to rich and poor alike. 
The king's drinking goblet is found—carved 
from gorgeous alabaster. 
But that didn't make 


the liquor taste any better than if it had been 
served in a stone mug or cheap drinking glass. 


The things we consider necessities today 


would have been dreamland luxuries for the 
ancient;kings. Tut-ankh-Amen's tomb yields a 
jrold candlestock. 
He had no convenient eleo 


trie lights, no movies, no hot running water, no 
ice, no fast trains, no newspaper to keep him 
informed of far-off doings. Of course, maybe 
he enjoyed his life immensely, not knowing the 
difference between crude services performed by- 
human slaves and the instantaneous services of 
electricity, steam and other modern scientific 
slaves. 


Enjoyment is largely a mental 
attitude. 


And, if we have proper appreciation of ' our 
modern conveniences, we realize that each of us 
is- a king, judged by ancient standards. 


The Essence of Oil Problems 


VJOT the exhaustion'of our supplies of gaso- 
^ 
line and fuel oils, but the disappearance of 


the earth's resources in lubricants is the real 
kernel of the problem of oil, according to an 
interesting article in 
the 
current 
Atlantic 


Monthly. The writer's rather startling state- 
ment is that, while fuel for combustion engines 
may reasonably be expected to be produced 
from a number of sources, there is but 
one 


source—petroleum—for high spee'd lubricants. 
And without these, he asserts, this machine 
civilization would halt and disintegrate. 
The 


civilized world, in his view, moves on the in- 
finitely thin film of oil which separates 
the 


metal-to-metal surfaces of its machinery, and 
without this film its machines would wear out 
faster than they could be built. '' No 
animal 


greases or vegetable oils, he says, have 
the 


qualities suitable to high speed machinery, and 
even could an animal or vegetable substance be 
perfected for the purpose the enormous' quan- 
tities necessary would mean the dedication of 
such great portions of the earth's sin-face to 
their production that the problem of feeding 
the population, already serious, would become 
impossible. 


His suggestion is the most rigid conserva- 


tion of all existing supplies of petroleum,"and 


inferential!/ their dedication as rapidly as pro- 
gress of chemistry will permit to the produc- 
tion only of lubricants. 
To manufacture gaso- 


line and other power fuels, he declares, ninety- 
five per cent of the lubricants in natural petror 
leum are lost and wasted. Power cap be had 
from watef-falls, from vegetable alcphol, etc. 
Lubricants once gone can never be replaced. 
Finally, he proposes some sort of international 
control over all petroleum supplies to stop the 
waste and confusion resulting'from the present 
international scramble, verging even to war, 
for the oil regions of the world. 


It is a far cry from our present cheap and 


easy production of a profusion 'of mineral oil 
products to^a situation such as he presents. 
But if his statements are correct the situation 
is closer to us than any layman has any idea. 
Fifty years, it is estimated, at our present rate 
of consumption will bring to an end the present 
known resources of petroleum in the United 
States. 
There are other supplies, of course, 


but their exhaustion is also only a matter of 
time, as the doubling and redoubling rate of oil 
consumption leaps ahead with the progress of 
invention and manufacture. 


It is another example of the economic pres- 


sure that even more surely than the moving of 
humanitarian instincts is driving the world to 
unity and co-operation. 
Civilization depends 


upot^ the utmost utilization of the 
material 


resources of the world. 
Hostile organization 


such as the world now'has makes this difficult 
and in many ways impossible. The nations are 
beginning to see that they and their civilizations 
must either arrange to co-operate for the good 
of all, or perish. They may perish because of 
the sheer psychologic differences which^ make 
understanding between men and nations 
so 


hard to effect. 
But if they do not perish it 


seems that it will be because they can find a 
way around or through these barriers of race, 
religion and speech.
